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From AN ARCHITECT’S Commonplace Book 


ARCHITECTS’ OFFICES [From The Home of Man, by Le Corbusier G Francois de Pierrefeu (Archi- 
tectural Press).| To begin with, let us observe that if, in the art of building, as elsewhere, conceptual 
work is, on the one hand, essentially a personal thing, to exploit the constructive idea is, on the other, 
generally a collective matter. Thus, excellent engineers’ offices have been set up whenever public 
works called for them. But so far as architecture is concerned, nothing like this has occurred, at least 
‘not in France, whose architects have remained, and still at the present time seem to prefer to remain, 
isolated. It is different abroad, notably in the USA, where offices of architects, powerfully organized 
around a responsible leader, tackle without ado skyscraper plans or enormous schemes for workers’ 
dwellings. On the whole, such offices have proved their aptness by casting a vivid light on almost 
every aspect of problems under study. Often nothing escapes their attention unless, for lack of 
humanism, it is the soul of them. . . An initial condition whereby masters of works can come 
back to life in France, elsewhere than in the field of large public works (where we have seen nature 
operating as instructor) must be that to the administrative authority shall be assigned a set of problems 
on such a scale that the use of whole groups of architects and engineers formed into regular teams is 


absolutely essential.

The cost of building AYCLIFFE 
the new town near Darlington, 
County Durham, will probably 


be about £10 million. 
This was recently stated at a press con- 
ference by Lord Beveridge, chairman of 
the Aycliffe Development Corporation. 
The corporation. aimed at recovering the 
cost from the rents. The scheme would, 
he added, be subsidized by the Govern- 
ment only in its early stages. The first 
house, an aluminium prefabricated bungalow, 
is nearing completion, and will be ready 
for its tenants early in October. Eventually, 
said Lord Beveridge, there would be about 
3,000 houses for a population of about 
10,000. The houses would be grouped 
round greens. “The scheme is going 
much slower than we should like,’ Lord 
Beveridge added. “There are all sorts of 
shortages and controls to contend with, and 
we are only on the same priority as local 
authorities for materials and labour.” 


The Public Accounts Committee have 
critised the Ministry of 
Labour’s expenditure on _ the 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 
TRAINING SCHEME. 


The Committee’s report points out that in 
April building training centres were em- 
ploying an average of 6 staff for every ten 
persons under training. When it became 
apparent that shortages of material and cuts 
in capital investment would seriously cur- 
tail the building programme, the Ministry 
of Labour did not cut down their training 
programme as quickly as might have been 
expected. Construction of centres con- 
tinued, thus employing labour and material 
which could have been used for more 
urgently needed building work. The Com- 
mittee consider that at least some of the 
training centres should have been converted 
to other uses of national importance, and 
that earlier steps should have been taken 
ee instructional and administrative 
affs. 


Mr. W.S. Allen, northern regional 
director of MOW has stated the 
VALUE OF LICENCES issued 
in the region was £48,500,000. 
By providing work for 66,000 operatives, 


builders had made an excellent contribu- 
tion to the policy of promoting full employ- 


ment. The building industry in the region, 
he added, was the most efficient in the 
country and the output of each operative 
was rising. Mr. K. W. Grant, principal 
Ministry of Health housing officer for the 
region, stated that it was hoped in 1949 to 
have 180,000 houses under construction in 
the country, of which the north region 
would build 14,000. 


Funds from the Carnegie United 
Kingdom Trust will no longer be 
available for the building and im- 
provement of VILLAGE HALLS. 


Financial assistance is being discontinued 
now that the “ pioneering stage” has been 
passed. The National Council of Social 
Service, in making this announcement, said: 
“These schemes will in future be grant- 
aided by the Ministry of Education or the 
Scottish Home Department, and financial 
assistance no less generous and broadly on 


the same conditions will be available. The 
Minister of Education has invited the 
National Council of Social Service to con- 
tinue to provide legal, architectural, and 
other advice to villages in the promotion of 
their schemes, and similar services will be - 
available in Scotland through the’ Scottish 
Council of Social Service.

Acquired for the Nation 


The acquisition of Chiswick House for the nation by 
the Ministry of Works comes just in time to save the build- 
ing, which is one of the finest examples of Palladian archi- 
tecture in the country, from complete decay. Designed by 
Lord Burlington before 1727, the interior was sumptuously 
finished with the help of Kent, and the villa is thus one of 
the best indications of how Palladio was regarded by Bur- 
lington and his contemporaries. The villa was inherited 
by the Duke of Devonshire in 1788, who employed Wyatt 
to add wings on either side and, except for a few minor 
alterations, it remains today as Wyatt left it. It was 


acquired by the Middlesex County Council in 1927, but 
only very limited funds were available for its maintenance. 
Even before the war the cost of essential repairs was esti- 
mated at £15,000, and the very cavalier treatment it re- 
ceived as an NFS depét during the war hastened the decay 
of both the house and its gardens. Its acquisition for the 
nation is long overdue, and it is to be hoped that a thorough 
restoration will now be possible. The photograph above 
shows the entrance front with its magnificent portico and 
steps. The condition of the fabric has deteriorated even 
further since the photograph was taken. 


The report on the CONSTRUC- 


TION OF LONDON AIRPORT* 
at Heath Rew, has been published. 


The House of Commons Select Committee 
on Estimates recommends that, in view o 

the ultimate advantages and economies to be 
derived from expediting progress at the air- 
port, the reduced constructional programme 
should again be reviewed to determine 
whether it could be accelerated without un- 
due prejudice to the general need for 
economy in man-power and materials. The 
committee finds that the three stages in the 
development of the airport, originally ex- 
pectéd to be completed by 1946, 1949, and 
1953, are not proceeding to schedule. There 
has been unavoidable overlapping, and the 
first stage is still in progress while the second 
stage has begun. It has been decided to erect 
semi-permanent buildings in the central area, 
since it is felt that more experience of the 
requirements of a major civil airport is neces-

sary before plans for permanent construction 
can be prepared. These buildings should be 
ready for use by 1950. By 1951 it is hoped 
that access to the central area will be pro- 
vided by a shallow tunnel leading from the 
present Bath Road. It will contain two 22- 
ft. wide carriageways and two 15-ft. cycle 
tracks. The design of the permanent build- 
ings, which are to be built during the third 
stage, will be the subject of an open compe- 
tition, probably in 1952, but it is unlikely 
that any constructional work on them will 
begin before 1954. The estimated cost of the 
development is put provisionally at £26 
million, of which some £8 million will have 
been spent by the end of this year. To 
complete the work south of the Bath Road a 
further £15 million is required, and the work 
to be done north of the Bath Road, complet- 
ing stage three of the scheme, will cost £3 
million, In this connection the report states 
that the effect of recent restrictions on capital 
construction is likely to be serious. Messrs. 
Wimpey, who are carrying out the construc- 
tional work, employed during the past three 


years an average labour force of about 2,000 


‘men. This force will be reduced to 500 by 


the end of September. 


THE HOWARD MEMORIAL 
MEDAL has been awarded 
to Mr. Richard L. Reiss. 


The medal is given only for a lifetime's 
service to the Garden City Movement. Mr. 
Reiss is Vice-Chairman of the Welwyn Gar- 
den City Development Corporation and 
former Chairman of the Town and Country 
Planning Association. He succeeded the late 
Earl of Lytton as Chairman of the Hamp- 
stead Garden Suburb Trust last year and is 
now Chairman of the London Labourers 
Dwellings Society. The medal has been pre- 
viously awarded to Sir Raymond Unwin 
(1938), Mr. Barry Parker (1941), Sir Patrick

BOREHAM WOOD HOUSING 


SCHEME is to be modified. 


The Minister of Town and Country Plan- 
ning has rejected the proposal of the London 
County Council to develop a housing estate 
for 25,000 to 30,000 people at Boreham 
Wood, Herts. The land lies in the Green 
Belt area, and while the Minister agrees 
that some development must be allowed to 
complete what is already there, he has de- 
cided that the new LCC estate must be 
limited to 15,000 or 16,000 people. 

the LCC the Minister 
agrees that some expansion must be allowed 
at Boreham Wood, where the present popu- 
lation is about 9,000, because the industrial 
development already there exceeds the local 
labour supply, and many people are travel- 
ling in daily. The aim should be, the 
Minister says, to achieve a balance between 
industry and population; but the town should 
be kept as small as is consistent with the 
industry already established. 


HELP FROM PARISHES 
in rural planning 
schemes is being sought. 
Cambridgeshire County Council has 
organized the first of twelve meetings whose 
object is to initiate parish planning groups 
throughout the county. At the first meet- 
ing, Dr. R. M. Jackson (chairman of the 
County Council’s Planning Committee) who 
presided, explained that the Council was 
trying to work out a scheme by which 
planning could be done, with a combination 
of local work and the Council, who were 
the planning authority. ‘The attempt of 
the County Council to work with parishes 
has not been tried before,” he remarked, 
“so that all of this is somewhat exoeri- 
mental. “The kind of thing I am anxious 
to avoid,” he said, “is that which has 
happened in the past, whereby’a plan is 
prepared, various things are done, and the 
people who are affected find they have a 
limited number of days in which to object, 
and by the time they have woken up to what 
it is all about the days have expired.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF 
The Ministry of Works 


announces that the Lead Economy Memor- 
andum, which gives recommendations for 
the use of lead sheet and pipe in building 
work, has been withdrawn as from Sep- 
tember 1. Orders for lead sheet and pipe 
will still be subject to the provisions of the 
Control of Building Materials (Amendment) 
Order, 1948 (No. 980/1948) im order to 
ensure that supplies are available for 
essential work. 


The use of prefabricated hospitals 
is being considered by MOH as a solution 
to the problem of new hospital building 
Tequirements under the National Health 
Scheme. Prototypes have been designed by 
Spooner (Hull) Ltd. The basis is a 24 ft. 
Square prefabricated unit which can be 
erected in one day. The units can be used 
to build single-storey hospitals of any size. 


Bridgewater Housing Committee 
have approved a recommendation to erect 
One hundred Cornish Unit houses on the 
Sydenham Estate. The committee in their 
Teport stated that the total cost of the new 
housing scheme amounted to £140,966, and 
that loans of £72,025 and £70,375 would 
have to be raised to cover the scheme, 
which would be in two instalments of 50 
Ouses each, including 12 flats. 
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THE SUPPLY OF MATERIALS 


LL building at the present moment is dominated by the 
availability of materials. An adequate supply of the 
right materials on the site at the right time is an 

ambition which all who are connected with building are 
anxious to achieve. But this requirement, so simple to state, 
is farther than ever from being accomplished. How very few 
and far between are the jobs in Great Britain to-day which 
have been started and finished according to schedule. That 
time means money is a truism, and the cessation of work on a 
job through lack of materials is costly to all concerned. It 
means increased costs for the builder, who has to employ men 
to do nothing, reduction of wages for the men owing to the 
loss of incentives, and of course eventually, loss to the client. 

It is remarkable that this problem, which has been with us 
for so long, has not been more energetically tackled. ‘There is 
no doubt that the ‘existing system whereby builders apply to 
their regional materials officers for the satisfaction of their 
requirements is inadequate. It does little to prevent the 
situation whereby contractors, having reached a certain stage 
in their work, find that a material which might have been 
plentiful when the job was first started is suddenly impossible 
to obtain.- This leads to either a complete breakdown in the 
schedule or to makeshift with any alternative material avail- 
able, which is not only uneconomical but destructive of good 
design. \ 

A suggestion that has been made, which might well alleviate 
the trouble, is that the nature and quantity of standard 
materials that would be available over a period of about 
6 to 12 months should be published in advance. It is pro- 
posed that this need not be the concern of the Ministry of 
Works but could be achieved by the formation of a federation 
consisting of manufacturers, merchants and builders. The 
object of the federation would be not only to announce the 
quantity of the manufacturers future production, but also the 
supply of all necessary variations in size and shape. The 
next aim would be the elimination of the hand to mouth 
method of delivery, and the building up of stocks sufficient to 
give a smooth and constant stream of supply. The existing 


system of building licences is, of course, the instrument whereby 


the regulation of demand can be achieved. The result of a 
move made on these lines would be that the architect, when 
designing, would know what materials would be available for 
some time ahead, and the builder, forewarned of future short- 
ages, could take steps in time to avoid a breakdown in 
building operations. 

The situation at the moment, where any surplus material is 
immediately snatched up and quickly becomes scarce, is 
suggestive of the immense waste, extravagance and misuse of 
materials that must be taking place when architects and 
builders have constantly to make do with the next best thing 
or with the only material available. 

This partial planning is even more uneconomic than the old 
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system of laissez faire.

It is as useless to allow more building 


to commence than there are materials to complete it as it is 
to restrict building when materials are in plentiful supply. 
The suggestion of a federation to deal with the problem may 
not be the right one, but it is certain that something on these 
lines is required. The manufacturers are not primarily con- 
cerned, as they have the benefit of a seller’s market, so there is 


no incentive for them to act. 


.The first move should come 


from the builders, those who are not reduced to apathy by 
long years of struggle against scarcity, delay and restriction, 
and behind the builders should be the architect, determined to 
see the evolution of a system whereby his designs, prepared 
with an exact knowledge of what is available, can be completed 


as specified to an exact timetable, without the disheartening’ 


and wasteful process of improvization.

SUMMER SCHOOL 
Cambridge itself must be given much 


of the praise for the success of the plan- 


ning Summer School held there last 
week. It is big enough (70,000 or so) 
to have some of the features of a large 
town and small enough for a visiting 
planner to comprehend its pattern. 
The lodging of all members in Trinity 
College, mostly in Great Court, was, 
of course, ideal; and the encouragement 
that every planner must obtain from 
a week in Cambridge is not less valu- 
able for being obvious. 


* 


Two main impressions were probably 
felt by many members of the School. 
The first is that the next two or three 
years will be needed to digest the 1947 
Act and get it working properly. The 
Minister thought it unlikely that 
National Parks legislation (the main 
outstanding TP item) would be possible 


during this Parliament, and Sir Robert 
Fraser’s and Mr. Heap’s papers and dis- 
cussions on them showed that those 
who are to administer the new Act are 
also going to be students of it for a long 
time. Moreover, some amending legis- 
lation will be necessary. 


* 


The second impression was that 
central area problems, apt to bulk so 
large in London, were not of first 
interest to most of the members. Dis- 
cussions in the lobbies and tearooms 
—the surest guide to the things most 
in mind—were about administration, 
the Central Land Board, county sur- 
vey and housing clearances. One man 
who knows a lot about FSIs and the 
Daylight Code found few to argue with. 
This should be noted by MOTCP’s 
Technical Department. Short papers, 
accompanied by a few illustrations, on 
current problems may be a very neces- 
sary supplement to a handbook every 
three years. 


DANEGELD 

Those admirers of Steen Eiler Ras- 
mussen, architect and writer, who have 
been keeping their copies of London 
the Unique City* locked up in the safe 
may breathe more easily and even take 
the book out again and look at it. A 
new edition is now out, with an intro- 
duction by James Bone and a number 
of additional chapters addressed to 
English and American readers, bringing 
the story of London up to date. 


Readers of the book will remember 
that the author ended it with a grim

warning that London would lose its 
unique character if we gave way to the 
strong pressure to build flats. London 
is a “scattered city,” to use Ras- 
mussen’s phrase, and in this fact lies its 
uniqueness. He warns us against Le 
Corbusier, pointing out that the latter 
“is a modernist in his artistic form, but 
a conservative in his planning of a 
city.” The building of blocks of flats, 
Rasmussen regards as the building of 
slums, the large sums of money jn- 
volved making clearances improbable. 
* 


Originally written to explain the Eng- 
lish to the Danes, the author considered 
that the publication of London the 
Unique City in English might possibly 
give the inhabitants of that city some 
idea of themselves. London is indeed 
a unique city and all those who are 
concerned that it shall not lose its 
special qualities will agree that Mr. 
Rasmussen has performed a great ser- 
vice. 


MORE NEWS FROM GERMANY 

Last week I wrote about the post- 
war architectural background in Ger- 
many. Another colleague who has just 
returned from Germany tells me that in 
the Rhineland the only buildings which 
one can see being reconstructed are 
churches and the better-class shop 
fronts. It seems that very extensive 
work is being carried out on the recon- 
struction of the Cathedrals at Cologne 
and Aachen and at scores of the greater 
and lesser churches of the Rhineland. 
Cologne Cathedral was hit by 14 bombs 
but nevertheless survived—the damage 
is serious but not irreparable, and 
already the great choir and transepts 
have been extensively repaired in time 
for the celebration, two weeks ago, of 
the cathedral’s 700th anniversary. 


* 


One of Germany’s leading sculptors, 
Materé, was commissioned to design 
the great new bronze doors for the 
south porch. They are decorated with 
inset mosaic on various symbolical 
devices in high relief, and are a frankly 
contemporary conception. The same 


fearlessness in working in a modern 
idiom in a historical setting can be seen 
in the new stained glass windows for 
the cathedral designed by Professor 
Wendling. Lack of money has limited 
the work to simple repetitive overall 
patterning, but the new glass is un- 
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mount of mediocre creations.

hesitatingly contemporary in character, 
and makes one regret that the adjacent 
overall patterned windows of the 19th 
Century were not among the war 
casualties. 


As part of the city’s programme was 
Dorm Jubileum, which included a 
special summer opera and drama 
season, and an International Exhibition 
of Christian Art, which is being held 
in the old Dressé Exhibition Building 
on the other side of the Rhine at Koln- 
Deutz. The great semi-circular arcaded 
gallery is damaged—but with new glass 
and a liberal use of whitewash on the 
interior, it still makes an impressive and 
dignified background for an art show. 
* 


Sweden, Switzerland, France and 
Great Britain were represented by fairly 
extensive exhibits. With the exception 
of Sweden most of the stands showed 
signs of having been rather hastily 
assembled, but there were nevertheless 
anumber of pleasant and even exciting 
works to be found among a large 
By far 
the most impressive collection was 
shown by Germany, with an extra- 
ordinary variety, of exhibits from every 
field of design, ceremonial robes, church 
metal work, book illustrations, painting 
and sculpture, architecture, mosaics, 
and stained glass. It is noteworthy 
that the larger part of the work shown 
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was of post-war origin and almost all in 
contemporary idiom—more so than 
similar work of Eric Gill, but with that 
“neo-Romanesque ” flavour never 
wholly absent. My colleague was 
deeply impressed by the examples of 
modern church design that he visited, 
apparently the only contemporary 
architecture which continued to be 
built up to 1940—but which got no pub- 
licity for evident reasons. He suggested 
that the “ new empiricists ” would find 
material for their collection in a number 
of these works. 


An alarming aspect of reconstruction 
is the inroads upon the German forests. 
Their yield i in 1938 was about 40 mil- 
lion cubic metres and since 1937 the 
extraction was up to 150 per cent. of 
the natural regeneration. This damage 
has been accentuated by the reparation 
demands of the occupying Powers. 
Russia wanted 18 million cubic metres - 
in 1947 and we claimed 2.5 millions 
cubic metres while the French are 
building houses with a timber content 
of ten to fifteen standards of high- 
grade soft wood. This destruction of 
forests in Europe is going to affect the 
climate as it has done in the United 
States. In fact, seen in a detached way 
it is far more incisive than starvation or 
war casualties. Losses of mature forest 
land cannot be made good in a genera- 
tion, and once the climate changes not 
even a scheme on the TVA scale could 
reclaim the lost land. 

* 


In England also, although the overall 

total of timber losses may not be so 

terrifying, there has been a tremendous ° 
wave of tree destruction. In_ this 

country, it seems to be largely bark 

trees and individual specimens that are 

falling to the woodman’s axe. The loss 

of fine trees, as they are seldom if ever 
replaced, can completely change the 
character of the countryside. One of 
the main reasons for the present whole- 

sale destruction is the practice of 
selling timber away from the land. It 
is now common when an estate is sold 
for the standing timber to be sold 

separately, with the result that almost 
every tree bigger than a walking stick 
is felled. While the Ministry respon- 
sible for the production of home- 
grown timber may cheer every cubic 
foot that crashes to the ground, surely 
the MOTCP, that sure guardian of 
amenities, cannot remain indifferent.

National Lighting of School 
Classrooms 


Sir.—The letter of Mr. J. A. Godfrey of 
the BRS, in your issue of August 6, states 
that we are not yet in any danger of having 
too much light in school classrooms but 
that we are of unnecessary glare from 
bright skies. As extreme brightness con- 
trasts are accentuated by too much light 
from excessive window space, which can 
be reduced by venetian blinds, this is not 
easy to understand. 

During the war a Building Research Com- 
mittee possessing no medical or ophthalmic 
qualifications recommended that in post-war 
schools the British and Continental official 
standard of natural classroom lighting, 
based on the measured minimum in modern 
schools with ample high windows, practi- 
cally unobstructed, which had evoked no 
complaints or clinical criticism for - some 
30 years, should be increased tenfold. 

The Ministry of Education reduced this 
by 60%, but it transpired that even the 
fourfold increase left could only be obtained 
by single storey schools with the top light- 
ing at one time forbidden by the Board of 
Education. This, of course, made havoc 
of the official estimates, already astronomi- 
cal, of the cost of new schools entailed by 
the raising of the school leaving age. .We 
have been officially informed (Journal 

RIBA, November, 1947, Vol. 55, No. 1, 
p. 20) that the subject is now under con- - 
sideration by a joint committee of .the BRS 
and the Medical Research Board. Until 
= report, dogmatic statements are undesir- 
able,

The photographs on this page show murals 
painted in the canteen at the Crown Works of 
Messrs. Higgs and Hill, South Lambeth Road, 
Vauxhall. The artist, Mr. Hector Whistler, 
was given the widest possible scope by his patroms, 
who granted complete freedom of creation a 
expression. The scheme is stylised narrative 
painting, with its colours, motifs and drapery 
derived from Byzantine, Sienese and oriental 
painting. The panel called “‘ Veneration” (sé 
caption above) is reminiscent of Mantegna, while 
The Ascent —a Fantasy” seems to be wr 
fluenced by El Greco rather than directly y 
Byzantium.

The Council in- 
structed Frederick Gibberd to prepare a scheme for the re- 
planning of this centre in collaboration with R. C. Moon, and 
have applied to the MOTCP for a Declaratory Order in re- 
spect of the area. A public inquiry has been held.

draft master plan 


In the master plan, the radial roads converging on the town 
centre from the east are linked up by a loop road. On the 
west an existing road is widened to act as a connection, thus 
the town centre is freed of through traffic. Existing residen- 
tial areas are grouped and expanded to form neighbourhoods. 
Their final population would be about 60,000. The major 
housing development will be on the east side owing to the 
extensive mining on the west. A new industrial estate is pro- 
posed on the south-east. There are several brooks running 
through the town, and these are preserved and landscaped as 
sub-divisions between neighbourhoods.

the centre 


The area is of 64.7 acres and lies between the Council House 
on the west and the LMS Coventry line on the east. The 
area is a mixture of houses, shops, offices, light factories and 
workshops. The main shopping centre adjoins this area to 


the west, but escaped damage and was therefore excluded. . 


Surveys of the area were made and drawings produced in 
accordance with the MOTCP’s Circular No. 12. In order to 
help in solving the traffic problem, four half-hour origin and 
destination surveys were carried out on the radial roads. The 
results showed that if a loop road connected up the radials 
round the eastern perimeter of the central area, the central 
market place would be relieved of about 30 per cent. of its 
present traffic. 


broad proposals 


A loop road is provided, connecting up the radials and pro- 
viding east-to-west links. It would also form the bus route. 
A bus station and garage are provided in the centre of this 
loop opposite a short cut to the market place and with pedes- 
trian ways, both to the town centre and the station. A new 
station approach is formed, the existing road being closed. 
The area inside the loop road is planned as a central area 
proper with new shopping, business, administrative and cul- 
tural centres. Outside the loop is a belt of high density hous- 
ing, including the church and open spaces. The area between 
this and the railway is planned as a light industrial estate. 
The River Anker runs into the area from the south. This is 
developed as a landscape wedge running from the country- 
side to penetrate and form an integral part of the central area 
itself. 


the plan in detail 


The principle in placing the new public, administrative and 
commercial buildings has been to site them as two inter- 
related groups, whose functions would be complementary. 
These groups consist of buildings arranged around open 
spaces, with motor traffic circulating behind them. Composi- 
tions are built up between the facades of the buildings and the 
paved or garden areas between them. This is the opposite 
planning technique to the conventional one of grouping build- 
ings round the traffic inter-sections. The sketch on page 223 
was drawn to make the comparison between these techniques 
clearer. It shows the common method of treating the main 
roads as building frontage with principal buildings on the axis 
of traffic intersection, the spaces behind being used for ser- 
vice roads and parking, and not forming part of the visual 
picture. 

One group, civic and cultural, is planned round the river, 
hitherto shut in behind the backs of buildings. It includes 
the existing Council House, a new library, art centre and 
cinema. An existing 19th century flour mill, a tall building 
in blue brick of robust design is retained to form part of this 
group. The other group is administrative and commercial. 
It is planned round an internal road and pedestrian way, and 
includes the Police Court, Post Office, National Insurance and 
shops. This area is an extension of the market place shop- 
ping centre. Although these. groups are in precinctual form, 
traffic is not entirely excluded. Service roads and car parks 
are provided but in such a way that they do not disturb the 
areas either functionally or visually. The existing medieval 
church and the churchyard are left on their own to bea 
dominant element on the loop road, to avoid attempting 0 
relate the church to new buildings which would have spoilt 
its scale.

Clough Williams-Ellis 


August 12. A paper read by Mr. 
Clough Williams-Ellis at the Inter- 
national Conference on Landscape 
Architecture on LEISURE IN THE LAND- 
SCAPE. Miss M. C. Glasgow, Secretary- 
General of the Arts Council, was in 
the chair. 


Clough Williams - Ellis: 


You might truly say that since the first 
world war leisure has been expanded and 
landscape contracted at an ever accelerated 
tate until, in this crowded little island of 
ours at all events we have now reached a 
point at which the State must intervene 
decisively on behalf of landscape lest its 
earlier and humane intervention on behalf 
of leisure becomes a mockery simply for 
lack of sufficient acceptable space and 
facilities where time can be agreeably and 
beneficially expended. In essence, then, it 
a problem in space and time posed by our 
newly intensified and wider conceptions of 
justice, efficiency and the true aims of 
civilised existence, which should, we feel, in- 
clude, amongst many other things, more fun 
for more people, outdoor, recreational fun. 
Now there was a time, I will confess, when 
I had myself an instinctive, illogical and 
quite indefensible belief that a gracious 
landscape was a sufficient end in itself, self- 
justified, regardless of its social implications. 
of the conditions that had produced or 
Maintained it, or even of its own reper- 
cussions on humanity. That view, treating 
mankind as a mere incidental foreground to 
animate beauty, as just figures in the land- 
scape, cannot, I must own, be intellectually 
defended. I now sensibly concede that no 
feasonable person is likely to concern him- 
self about visual beauty, its creation or 
Preservation, save with reference to its 

an values. Which goes for Govern- 
Ments as well as individuals—as it should 
and must. Not without difficulty I too have 
at last persuaded myself into this more 
feasonable, if uiilitariam belief—that the 
mere existence of beauty is of no im- 
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portance, it is only its enjoyment by man 
that signifies. 

It follows, inescapably it seems to me, that 
admitting this much, one must go yet 
further and allow that what really matters 
is that the appreciation and enjoyment of 
natural beau:y shall be as widely diffused 
and shared as possible—for the greater 
happiness of the greatest number. We 
must try to popularize and democratize the 
enjoyment of such beauty—by making 
lovely places generally accessible without 
thereby impairing their distinctive charac- 
ters. 


SOLITUDES AND MULTITUDES 


The fact is that, given, new leisure and 
new transport facilities, the new generation 
with its new outlook is going to swarm over 
the landscape anyhow. It is our job, and 
now the Government's, to see to it that 
the landscape not merely survives its new 
popularity and accessibility, but that it shall 
also be made to exert its civilising influence 
on its teeming new public to the greatest 
possible effect—to the ultimate salvation of 
both—the solitudes and the multitudes. 
Economics, physical barriers, a too narrow 
* paper” education and primitive social con- 
ventions, have kept the two apart and un- 
acquainted altogether too long, and the 
overdue introduction of millions of towns- 
folk to their hitherto. unrealized heritage of 
natural beauty will be both difficult and 
dangerous, with all sorts of ignorances and 
gaucheries to be patiently replaced by un- 
derstanding as the new patrons are educated 
in appropriate country manners. 

These initial difficulties must be faced and 
overcome, as they are being here and now. 
Our present Government is well aware of 
the problems and of what is at stake, and 
in its new Town and Country Planning Act, 
its promised National Parks legislation, and 
otherwise, shows that it now largely agrees 
with what the amenity societies have been 
preaching for a generation, and means to 
do something about it. It, like our National 
Trust for Places of Natural Beauty or His- 
toric Interest, fully realizes that the only 
sure preservative for such is public access, 
use and appreciation—popular enjoyment 
and the wide democratic good-will towards 
the place in question so assured. The good 
citizen’s most pressing job at this moment is 
to see to it that our Government’s un- 
doubted good intentions are actually 
honoured and fully realized. 


NEW ZEALAND 


Thus far I have been entirely insular—not 
because I don’t know from my own admir- 
ing. observation what other civilized 
countries have to teach us on all such 
matters—the Scandinavian countries and 
Switzerland particularly—especially as re- 
gards education in the appreciation of 
natural beauty in their schools. But we 
have the native experts from these advanced 
countries here. with us to speak authori- 
tatively for them, and I will resist the temp- 
tation to trespass on their own delectable 
preserves. Rather will I fly to the ends of 
the earth—to Australia and New Zealand, 
whence I am newly returned after a trip 
around the world and where, as much as 
here, the natural landscape has been and 
is being conditioned ‘by Anglo-Saxon 
manipulation or neglect. 

I was longest in New Zealand and, as 1 
traversed it pretty thoroughly, saw most of 
its scenic high-lights, and discussed leisure 
and landscape, access and catering, countrv 
planning and the economics of tourism and 
“ worker incentive ” and so on, pretty widely 
with experts and technicians, civil servants 
and politicians. as well as (of course) with 
citizens generally. I will confine my present 
observations to that exciting little countrv 
alone. Roughly speaking. only a hundred 
years ago, New Zealand was still an 
aboriginal wilderness, sparsely inhabited by 
nomadic Maori tribes,who, though cannibals 
and head-hunters. had a very real culture of 
their own which included a deeply apprecia- 


tive respect for nature, a love for the 
opulently beautiful forests that were their 
home, a veneration for the mountains that 
were their landmarks and the abode of their 
gods. Their simple way of life was nicely 
adjusted to surrounding natlire as they found 
it when they landed from the far-off South 
Sea islands some six hundred years ago—and 
so continued well into my own father’s life- 
time. There was a harmonious ecological 
balance and no conflict apparent between 
man and his environment. 


IMPACT OF THE PIONEERS 


And then of a sudden into the midst of this 
delicate equipoise burst rough hoards of 
tough go-getting pioneers from England—by 
no means the most refined samples of a 
utilitarian philistine mercantile society, too 
many out for plunder and quick profits of 
any kind from this newly discovered and as 
yet unexploited island. First sailors and 
buccaneers in search of tall spars for their 
ships, then merchants for exportable timber, 
then again whalers and sheep farmers, gold- 
rush miners, missionaries, emigrants of all 
sorts, speculators, entrepreneurs and restless 
enterprising folk of every kind, good, bad 
and indifferent. Happily, one can only sup- 
pose, by the present state of things, the good 
greatly predominating. Well, pioneers must 
pioneer, and in a wild new country you must 
begin by being ruthlessly tough with nature 
or you will yourself starve and die. Now 
Young New Zealand had no intention what- 
ever of going under, once the colony was 
founded, and nature was subjugated with 
such vigorous elan that its conquest came 
near to being a massacre with disastrous 
long-term results that have only recently 
been fully realised. 

One match may fire and burn a thousand 
acres of age-old native forest, carrying maybe 
a million pounds worth of superb timber— 
but if you happen to be a sheep farmer, what 
odds does that make when you have no 
immediate interest in trees and only want: 
grass lands on which to pasture your flocks? 
When this was happening all over this lovely 
prodigal land it was not known that the rich 
finer grass covering the wood ash of the con- 
sumed forests would soon deteriorate and then 
disappear; it was not known how the de- 
struction of the trees would change the 
climate, cause disastrous droughts and 
floodings and soil erosions, or how des- 
perately an unforeseen timber famine 
would one day make them mourn the 
noble forests. so short-sightedly sacrificed 
as a burnt offering to the sheep that - 
was the settlers god. Much of the 
country has thus had its fertility and 
utility seriously diminished, whilst far more 
has been made relatively dull and uninterest- 
ing, as is now at last being generally realized. 


THE PRESENT 


The modern New Zealander, intelligent and 
alert, is intensely proud of and interested in 
his own country and now, with his five-day, 
forty-hour week and holidays with pay—in 
short, leisure—and recently improved com- 
munications, is perpetually exploring it. In 
this he is much encouraged by his govern- 
ment, which takes a predominant part both 
in running popular tourist facilities of all 
sorts, and in the conservation of natural 
beauty through the establishment of National 
Parks and scenic and other reserves of wide 
variety and extent in all the wilder parts of 
the country. In positive, general town and 
country planning, New Zealand is at present 
far behind us at home, with our quite recent 
advances, but in linking up, as it has done, 
the question of long-term economic land-use 
with that of a new popular appreciation of 
landscape, it does seem to me to be setting a 
wise and realistic course whereby genera- 
tions of New Zealanders as yet unborn 
should inherit a land yet more lovely and 
more fertile than at present and, even better, 
deserving their loyal affection. Here at least, 
Leisure, far from diminishing the landscape, 
may prove to be its only sure salvation.

The 
schemes are scattered in compara- 
tively small groups over a wide 
rural area, with the exception of 
a few large sites on the perimeter 
of Slough.

GENERAL—The hall, built im 
1870, was originally the village 
school.

‘entrance hall, men’s and women’s 
cloakrooms, billiards room, a stage J 
and dressing rooms.

TOWN PLANNERS’ GLOSSARY 


Petit Glossaire de l’Urbaniste en Six 
Langues (The Town Planner’s Pocket Glos- 
sary in Six Languages).

Useful pocket dictionary of town planning, 
building, architectural, and housing terms in 
six languages prepared by distinguished 
French town planner. Some illustrations.

In an introduction in French the author 
gives his reasons for the compilation of this 
glossary as a means towards better inter- 
national understanding of a recent and 
growing science. He states that numerous 
terms cannot be translated exactly from one 
language into another, and that, therefore, 
he paid particular attention to divergencies 
in meaning. Whereas visual documentation 
such as planning maps may provide some 
vague information, generally to be under- 
stood, they are nevertheless of no real value 
to technicians unless terms and descriptions 


‘ can be translated into the relevant language. 


Terms are given in French, English, 
German, Italian, Spanish, and Portuguese, 
Presented in six sections. According to the 
Progress of town planning in the various 
countries, translations are respectively more 
ample or more restricted. Illustrations are 
used in some instances where interpretation 
is particularly complicated. Documentation 
under each language is in alphabetical order 
With cross references. Where _ straight- 
forward translation is not feasible the terms 
are explained in greater detail from the 
Point of view of the French user, which in 
certain instances may be a drawback for 
those who do not understand French, Other- 
Wise this pocket glossary should prove most 
helpful.

MINING SUBSIDENCE 


Report on Mining Subsidence. Institution 
of Municipal Engineers. (The Institution, 
1947, published 1948. 5s.) 


Informative report of an inquiry into 
damage arising from mineral subsidence in 
relation to highways and other property 
belonging to local authorities. Damage in 
selected coalfields. Types of damage. Town 
planning difticulties. Recommendations. 
Appendices. Maps and diagrams relating 
to coalfields. 


The findings of the report are based on 
investigations undertaken in the coalfields of 
Staffordshire, Warwickshire, Northumber- 
land, Durham, South Wales, Monmouth- 
shire, Kent, Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire, 
and Scotland. There is also an account of 
brine pumping in Cheshire. The collection 
of data was carried out to a general pattern 
surveying types, cause and extent of damage, 
together with the past and present working 
of the coalfield in question, ascertaining 
such geological factors as number of seams, 
depths, volume of pumping, etc. Remedial] 
measures undertaken in the past, their 
average annual cost, and recommendations 
for further measures were other aspects 
covered. 

Widespread damage to buildings, roads, 
and bridges, sewers, waterworks, mains, and 
natural drainage outlets is reported from 
all the coalfields studied. In view of in- 
sufficient data on mining operations in the 
past and in the future it has proved in- 
creasingly difficult to plan intelligently land 
needed for general development and agri- 
culture in areas of mineral workings. There 
are many cases in all mining areas where 
permission to develop has been refused by 
the Minister of Town and Country Planning. 
The Committee, therefore; recommends that 
in many such areas a time-phased plan, both 
of working the coal and future development 
when settlement is complete, can be de- 
veloped, and alternatively that many such 
areas can without undue risk be developed 
by using reasonable structural precautions, 
avoiding building on faulted ground, and 
designing houses in short blocks, and public 
buildings of framed construction. Another 
planning problem difficult to be overcome is 
the question of the disposal of spoil, which 
should be subject to rigid control. Faulted 
ground should be used for playing fields 
and allotments. A special building code of 
practice should be prepared for mining 
areas. 

There are four appendices to the report, 
each devoted to a paper by a specialist. 
They deal with mining subsidence in rela- 
tion to the law, to the tasks of the municipal 
engineer, to local authority services, and 
with mineral subsidence in the Durham 
coalfield

COLOURED ASPHALT FLOORS 
Coloured Mastic Asphalt Flooring (Lime- 


stone Aggregate). B.S. 1451: 1948. (British 
Standards Institution. 2s.) 


Confined to red and brown flooring. Colour 
definition left to purchaser’s agreement.

The specification follows the usual lines in 
dealing with materials and quality. The 
appendix giving recommendations for ap- 
plication is included because there is not, at 
present, any code of practice for this. One 
of the recommendations states that while it 
is possible to lay a coloured asphalt directly 
upon a concrete base it is seldom that con- 
ditions are such as to make this procedure 
practical. It is recommended, therefore, that 
an isolating membrane underlay, such as 
sheathing felt, should be used.

FOUNDATIONS, SUBSTRUCTURES _ 


Foundations and Substructures for Houses, 
Flats and Schools of not more than Two 
Storeys. BS C. of P. 101: 1948. (British 
Standards Institution, 2s.) 


Design considerations and work on site. 


The draft of this code was referred to in 
No. 2200: 22.11.45. The code is confined 
to foundations carrying comparatively light 
loads as they occur in buildings of not 
more than two storeys, used as schools or 
for domestic purposes. The principles of 
design are based on recent developments 
in soil mechanics. The necessity of a 
thorough site investigation is emphasized 
and suggestions are made regarding the 
depth of foundations and permissible bear- 
ing pressures. Of particular interest are 
the considerations of the effect of seasonal 
weather changes in clay soil, of frost, and 
of mass movements of ground in unstable 
areas. 

For the majority of buildings covered by 
this code, strip foundations are satisfactory 
on most types of ground. The code also 
deals with special types of foundation 
among which raft foundations are of great- 


est importance. Their design requires 
censiderable knowledge and care. 
Recommendations relating to retaining 


walls not more than one storey high, which 
are connected to or form part of a building, 
and to tanking and damp-proofing of base- 
ments, are useful additions to the subject 
of foundations. An appendix contains a 
list of relevant BS.

BOX GIRDER BRIDGE 


Box Girder on Single Columns Supports 
Curved Bridge Deck. E. R. Foley and 
G. D. Gilbert. (Eng. News-Rec. (USA), 
June 10, 1948, pp. 942-3.) 


Reinforced concrete bridge of unusual and 
attractive design in Niles Canyon, Calif. 


The road bridge of nearly 1,000 ft. length 
crosses diagonally a stream channel. This 
crossing consists of six 814 ft. spans in a 
curve of 750 ft. radius which necessitated 
an 11 per cent. super-elevation of the deck. 
The piers are single cylindrical reinforced 
concrete columns of 7 ft. diameter at the 
top, supporting a line of single-cell box 
girders surmounted by a 26 ft. roadway that 
cantilevers owt’ on both sides.

Insulation measures have to be designed to 
deal with such outdoor air-borne noises as 
thunder and aircraft, and such ground and 
air-borne noises as street traffic, trams and 
railways. Inside the building other tenants 
may have very troublesome sources of noise, 
such aS printing presses, pumps and other 
kinds of machinery, and these must be sur- 
veyed before tenancy is arranged, because 
some of them—especially printing presses— 
may be impossible to insulate properly. 
Conversely, other tenants have to be con- 
sidered, because broadcasting noises may 
annoy them. Arrangements for restrictions 
on future tenants may have to be made, 
too. 

A general survey of noises in the vicinity 
must therefore be made, and insulation de- 
signed to cope with them. Noises should 
be reduced in studios to the following levels 
as recorded on a sound-level meter:—

Wall insulation is described. The author 
likes clinker concrete because it doesn’t 
have pronounced resonances (it is favoured 
in Britain for this reason too). Suggestion 
is made for two 6-in. clinker walls plastered, 
with 6 in. air space minimum between 
studios; two’ 4-in. leaves is said to be too 
little. The two 6-in. walls are said to give 
60 db reduction, but British experience 
shows that, if handled properly, this con- 
struction would give far higher values. Re- 
ference is made to commercial insulation 
systems of resilient clips holding battens 
which receive a plastered surface; they are 
said to be reasonably efficient, but not very 
satisfactory below 100 c.p.s.

The suggestion for ceilings is resilient sus- 
pended contruction, with slag wool lying on 
plaster; and for floors, clinker concrete 
screed with hard finish. He is indefinite 
about floating floors. Satisfactory doors 
are said to be 24 in. solid, gasketted, and 
should be arranged double, with a vestfbule 
lined with absorbents. Viewing windows 
should combine 4-in. and 4-in. glass, spaced 
well apart, and the reveal lined with 
absorbent. Details are given for treatment 
of ducts and machinery. 

Absorbent linings for studios are described. 
Acoustic plaster is said to be too variable. 
Draperies, doubled, hung about 1 ft. from 
the wall, give good low-frequency absorp- 
tion. Carpets are needed to reduce noise, 
especially around microphones, Porous 
acoustic tiles are not much liked because 
of their tendency to soil quickly, due to 
internal air and moisture movements. Also 
painting is said to reduce. their efficiency 
more than was expected—in fact, by over 
half. Panels are mentioned and liked, but 
it is obvious that they do not understand 
them yet so well in America as in Europe. 
Walls generally should be serrated or 
curved, with absorbent areas distributed. 
Floors are probably best of lino. The peri- 
pheral area of a flat ceiling should not ex- 
ceed about 4 ft. and should be broken up 
or made absorbent. Speakers’ studios should 
have plenty of wall absorbents for low 
frequencies.

SHOP LIGHTING 


Brightness Engineering. 
May, 1948, p. 178.) 


Design in brightness, lighting of different 
textures, colour of light. Interesting and 
useful. Illustrated diagrams. 


This is a write-up of the ideas of Kenneth 

Welch in the USA. A “ philosophical * 
beginning gives a detailed description of 
American salesmanship as applied to 
“impulse” buying. It seemed odd before 
the war; now it is almost beyond us. 

The main theme concerns “ brightness 
engineering,” which essentially the 
arrangement of illumination so that the 
things which are intended to attract people 
are the brightest things in any view. The 
arithmetic of it is that-you multiply the 
intensity of light on an object by its reflec- 
tion factor, and this is brightness, in foot 
lamberts. Not that backgrounds can be 
ignored; they should in fact be “ buoyantly ” 
bright—but they must not be brighter, says 
the author, than the objects of attention, nor 
should they be contrasting. Brightness 
ratios of 3:1 are acceptable for back- 
grounds. “Glamour” lighting is con- 
demned as distracting—a refreshing sign. 
Textures are classified as specular, like 
silver, or diffuse, like cloth. For the former 
it is recommended that diffuse light should 
be used, and for diffuse surfaces, point 
lighting. British recommendation is usually 
to use a point source and a diffuse one 
simultaneously. Otherwise, ‘silver lacks 
sparkle and cloth lacks brightness. 

Artificial daylight is not recommended for 
shops. Instead, the colours of fluorescent 
tubes are chosen according to the things to 
be lighted. Thus, cool light keeps the tarnish 
from showing on silver and reduces mer- 
chandise maintenance. Other examples are 
given. 

Some of the purposes of all this careful 
lighting may not appeal to British thinking, 
but there should be no under-estimation of 
the importance of the experience which goes 
into an article such as this.

LUMINESCENT DECORATION 


Lighting with Paint. (Forum [USA], June, 
1948, p. 125.)

Character of fluorescent and phosphor- 
escent paint, examples of decorative and 
safety uses: Very interesting, illustrated in 
colour. 


There are some descriptive notes about the 
terms used and the materials. It is interest- 
ing to find that in the USA they are getting 
on with luminescent paints, and even putting 
the pigments into ink, paper, plastics and 
porcelain. The advantage of the luminescent 
paint is that it is very bright, being the 
source of light rather than a mere reflection 
of it, and American firms can now supply 
the paints so that their daylight colours are 
similar to their glowing colours. This opens 
the way to general decorative use. The pig- 
ments are compatible and can be mixed to 
give colours intermediate between the stan- 
dard hues. 

Luminescent paints are fluorescent and re- 
quire ultra-violet light to actuate them. 
There are also phosphorescent paints with 
an afterglow of one hour or more, and it is 
noted that these are very useful for safety 
purposes, being visible in temporary and 
accidental black-outs. 

A remarkable example is illustrated in 
which the whole ceiling of a large restaurant 
is painted with luminescent murals which are 
the sole source of light. The room is not 
very bright—about 0.5: foot candles—but 
when the eyes are adapted this is apparently 
comfortable.
